Sizes of Fence Wires 

No. 9 Wire is larger than No. 9*/2 Wire* 




No. QVz 




We find that a great many do not know 
just how the size of fence wire runs. 

Every one knows that a No. 9^/2 shoe is 
larger than a No. 9 shoe. But, the sizes of 
fence wires run exactly opposite. 

No. 91/2 wire is ONE-HALF size 
SMALLER than No. 9 wire ; likewise, No. 
101/a wire is ONE-HALF size SMALLER 
than No. 10 wire, and so on. 

A fence made of No. 9*/2 wire, therefore, 
is lighter in weight than a fence made of 



No. 9 wires; a fence made of No. lO 1 /^ is 
lighter than one made of No. 10 ; a fence 
made of No. IIV2 is lighter than one made 
of No. 11; and, so on through the list. 

All fences made of half size wire should 
be bought for several cents a rod less than 
full size. 

In buying be sure to note whether the 
wire is listed as full size or half size, and 
be governed accordingly.
